Reduction Works. 


A company has been formed to re- 


duce ores on what is known as the 
Kohler process, the precious metals 
being extracted by chemical agents. 
Buildings are to be erected at Da- 
mons Landing, six miles southeast of 
(,his city; rail communication will be 
hnd by a switch at Melrose Station. 
A large body of laborers are now at 
work excavating for the foundations. 
The cost of the works will amount to 
about §150,000, of which $30,000 has 
already been expended. Concentrat- 
ing apparatus is to be erected in dif- 
ferent parts of the State near the 
mines where the grosser material of 
the ores will be separated, in order 
to save the cost of freight. About 
three hundred men will be employed. 
The company proposes to purchase 
ores on its own iiccount.

The conduct of Ely is 
not at all surprising; but that the 
Mayor should appoint snch u mam, 
ou such an occasion, is remarkable, 
and leads one to believe that for once 
the enthusiasm of the cause blinded 
his good sense and excellent judg- 
ment of human nature. It is to be 
hoped, for the welfare and peace of 
our city, that more discretion will 
hereafter be used, should occasion re- 
quire, in the selection of Special Po- 
licemen. 


While us yet nothing has been doiie 


officially iu relation to the Fire De- 
partment, the members of the Coun- 
cil have not been neglecting this im- 
portant matter. The subject is a dif- 
ficult one to handle in many respects. 
The requirements of the city do not 
warrant ail extensive and expensive 
paid department, aud the present vol- 
unteer system, as is well known, is 
little better than none at all. The 
most feasible proposition seems to be 
this: Disband the organization, with 
the exception of the engine compan- 
ies at East Oakland and the Poiut 
.md Relief Hook and Ladder Com- 
pany. • These companies are efficisiit 
and will maintain, their organizations 
without pay other than a snuiU 
monthly stipend to me«t company ex- 
penses, etc. For 
the remainder 


of 
the 
department, adopt 
the 


paid system, aud theu put the 
whole organization under the charge 
of competent engineers without par- 
ticularly consulting the wishes of the 
department in :;heir selection. There 
are it number of men in Oakland who 
are perfectly capable of' handling the 
department on any occasion. The 
TRIBUNE some time since proposed 
the name of Sir. llersey for the posi- 
tion of Chief and would renew the 
recommendation. If this gentleman 
will not serve, there is Mr. H. Koster, 
an experienced, capable fironian, wlio 
would fill the office 
successfully. 


There has always been too much log- 
rolling and political scheming in the 
department, and this has been one 
great element of discord and demor- 
alization. One or two men who aim 
to be "politicians" instead of tiremen 
have endeavored to "run the whole 
machine." It would be a good thing 
to rid the organization of tlit^e dis- 
cordant characters, and engage in 
their stead a few sober, reliable 
men. 
The 
Council 
must 
not 


deal with, this matter too gingerly or 
fear to incur the enmity of wiine of 
the loud-mouthed "firemen." 
The 


welfare of the city demands u com- 
plete overhauling and reorganization 
of the fire department, and the peo- 
ple look to the Council to perform 
this duty without fear or favor, at 
once.
